General Walker last night issued his 
first general order, assuming the dut­ 
ies of commander-in-chief, and estab­ 
lishing headquarters in Indianapolis. 
He will not make his appointments un­ 
til next week.

Wall Street Uneasiness Grows In Con­ 
sequence—Members of the Syndi­ 
cate Insist That Their Agreement 
Was Ended 
Last 
June—About 
$ 4,400,000 Shipped Today. 
New York, Sept. 14—The syndicate 
failed to make good the shortage in 
the 
gold 
reserve 
today 
and 
Wall street uneasiness 
was 
in­ 
creased. The withdrawal of $2,500,000 
by 
Lazard 
Freres 
yesterday 
w; a 
3 o'clock there had been withdrawn for 
shipment by today’s steamships $4,400,- 
000. To offset this, deposits were made 
amounting to $1,000,000. The action of 
Lazard Freres created unlimited discus­ 
sion in Wall street. It was the first time 
that an accredited member of the syndi­ 
cate has withdrawn gold. The news of 
the withdrawal knocked the underpin­ 
ning from the stock market, and re­ 
sulted in a rapid slump in prices. 
At the office of the firm it was formal­ 
ly stated that the gold would be ex­ 
ported to Europe to meet mercantile 
obligations there. 
“We 
held 
off 
from 
exporting 
gold,” said a representative of the firm, 
“as long as possible. But the condition 
of the exchange 
market has finally 
forced us to withdraw the gold for ex­ 
port. The backwardness of the cotton 
and grain crops, and the fact that Eu­ 
rope is holding large stocks of our cot­ 
ton, at cheap prices, operate against a 
supply of commercial 
bills. 
Besides 
this, the cheapness of money makes it 
profitless for Europe to keep idle funds 
here. This shipment should not be con­ 
sidered of any importance. In a few 
weeks there will be an abundance of 
commercial bills in the market, and the

Washington, Sept. 14.—The navy de­ 
partment made public yesterday its 
action in the case of Capt. George W. 
Sumner, late in command of the United 
States cruiser Columbia, who was tried 
recently by court-martial at the Brook­ 
lyn navy-yard on charges growing out 
of the injury sustained by his vessel 
in docking at Southampton in July last.

In respect to the gold engaged in the 
city for shipment by today’s steamers, 
the following statement is authorized 
by the bond syndicate: 
“The impression has become general 
that the members of the bond syndi­ 
cate entered into an agreement with the 
United States treasury to maintain the 
$100,000,000 reserve 
until 
October I 
prox., and that upon that date the said 
obligation will cease and 
terminate. 
Such is not the case. The bond syndi­ 
cate fulfilled all its obligations to the 
government in June last, and has not 
since been bound in any way to the 
treasury. It is true that it has from 
time to time since June last paid over 
various sums in gold coin to the treas­ 
ury, which have sufficed to maintain Hie 
reserve, but it has done so voluntarily, 
and will continue to do so in the same 
spirit and for the same motive. So far 
as October I is concerned, it ha9 no rela­ 
tion to the actions of the bond syndi­ 
cate, and it will continue to deposit 
gold until November I, and December I 
and January I, if necessary, and if ex­ 
isting conditions make it feasible to do 
so. But neither the bond syndicate nor 
any one else can control the elements. 
But the idea that its relations to the 
treasury situation will be any different 
on or after October I, from what they 
are now and have been all along, is 
erroneous and should be corrected ”

W ith d raw als W ere 
T here. 
Washington, 
Sept. 
14—The 
news 
that $4,400,000 had been withdrawn for 
export from the subtreasury at New 
York was received here with surprise, 
and the announcement created for the 
moment something like a sensation in 
the treasury department. This feeling, 
however, was not shared by the high 
officials, who 
apparently 
regard the 
withdiawal as an incident to the specu­ 
lative 
spirit that 
seems to pervade 
Wall street at this time. 
The heavy 
withdrawals that have been made re­ 
cently are declared to have been in the 
interest of speculators, and not to have 
been warranted by the present legiti­ 
mate business conditions, or the legit­ 
imate demands for gold abroad. 
By some officials it is thought that 
the withdrawals are made with the sole 
purpose of forcing another bond issue. 
It can be stated, however, on excellent 
authority, that there will not be an­ 
other issue of bonds. The reason given 
is that none will be needed. 
Those 
who are cognizant of the facts state 
that the Morgan-Belmont syndicate un­ 
der the terms of its contract w'ill un­ 
doubtedly 
protect the 
gold reserve 
against the inroads of speculators, and 
will see to it that a reasonable balance 
is maintained. 
No doubt is expressed 
that as soon as the grain shipments 
from the Northwest have fully set in 
there will be an abundant supply of 
foreign bills on the market to meet 
every demand, and the withdrawals, it 
is thought, must necessarily cease. 
Whether the anticipated cotton and 
grain shipments wil relieve the situa­ 
tion so far as gold exportations are con­ 
cerned remains to be seen. The amount 
of the exportations of goldr during the 
last twenty months is unprecedented. 
Since Jan. I of last year the gold coin 
and bullion exported from the United 
States 
agregates 
about 
$169,284,300, 
while the importations during the same 
period amount to only $48,813,500, which 
leaves the excess of exports over im­ 
ports about $120,470,800. 


New York, Sept. 14—The Morgan 
Harvester Works burned this morn­ 
ing.

The loss is heavy. 
Cincinnati, 
Sept. 14—The Pickle 
Works burned this morning. 
Two 
thousand dollars is the estimated loss. 
Naw York, Sept. 14—Again the for­ 
est fires are raging in the vicinity of 
Atlantic City, N. J., consuming every­ 
thing in their course. A vast amount of 
valuable timber and game land has 
been swept by the flames. The fire be­ 
gan burning Thursday 
afternoon at 
Reega, a short distance from Atlantic 
City, and the site of the Hebrew colony 
recently established by Baron Hirsch, 
of England. The forests are so dry aud 
the prospects of a heavy rainfall so 
poor that there is every likelihood that 
the flames will reach the thickly set­ 
tled portion of the place. 
Thursday night the train containing 
the officials of the county court, which 
is in session at May’s Landing, and a 
large number of lawyers and litigants 
dashed through an ocean of flames, and 
the wonder is that no lives w'ere lost. 
Engineer Connolly supposed that the 
area of fire along the tracks was not so 
great as it turned out to be, and the re­ 
sult was that every car on the train 
was badly blistered, and the wood­ 
work was charred in places. On ap­ 
proaching the fire the passengers threw 
themselves prostrate on the floor, and 
remained in that position until they 
were out of danger. The heat was some­ 
thing terrific, and the black, penetrat­ 
ing smoke of the blazing pine, impreg­ 
nated strongly with pitch, was almost 
suffocating. 
Mrs. Mary Maratsky lived in an hum­ 
ble dwelling which she had built in a 
clearing near Reega, early in the sum­ 
mer. She saw the flames approaching 
her little home, and lingered with the 
idea of saving a few of her household 
effects. Her dress caught fire, and as 
she ran the breeze fanned her garments 
into flames. She was terribly burned 
and had to be taken to the city for treat­ 
ment. A number of narrow escapes are 
reported. 
There is no sign of the fire abating, 
and if the wind does not die out today 
may furnish a tale of destruction here­ 
tofore unequaled in the history of for­ 
est fires in the state. A mile from Egg 
Harbor City the forest is all ablaze, 
and the situation is more dangerous 
now than it has been at any time during 
the summer, for there has been no rain 
in weeks. It is impossible to see the 
sky on account of the dense clouds of 
black smoke that hang like a pall over 
the city. The clouds seem to sink to the 
ground from their weight of soot, and 
occasionally there was swept across the 
sky, like a blazing meteor, a burning 
brand. 
Business at Egg Harbor was entirely 
suspended yesterday, and the citizens 
turned out en mass# to fight the flames 
and protect their property. The fire 
alarm was ringing incessantly all day, 
and the women and children of the place 
are in a state of panic. It seemed for a 
time as if the town was doomed.

Ottumwa, Iowa, Sept 14.—The third 
day’s session of the Iowa Methodist 
conference was full of interest.

Im p o rta n t D ecisio n R eversed. 
Washington, Sept. 14.—The inter- 
state-commerce commission considers 
that it has won an important victory in 
the decision rendered by United States 
Judge Buffington at Pittsburg, holding 
that Auditor Brown of the Allegheny 
Valley railroad company must answer 
certain questions of the federal grand 
jury relating to alleged violations of 
the interstate-commerce law. 
The de­ 
cision; it is said, amounts to a complete 
reverse of the doctrine held by Judge 
Grosscup in the James case. 


In* th e P a st W eek 
New York, Sept. 14.—R. G. Dun & 
Co’s Weekly Review of Trade 
says: 
“A slight set-back, which may mean 
much or nothing, acording to the final 
outcome of the crops, is not unexpected 
at this season. 
If the government 
crop reports were correct, the situation 
would 
not 
be 
encouraging, but not 
much confidence is placed in the re­ 
duced estimate of corn, none at all in 
the estimate of wheat, and even the 
most enthusiastic bulls do not think it 
worth while to quote tho government 
report as to cotton. 
“The fact is, we are beginning to 
market not far 
from 
2,200,000,000 
bushels of corn, though only about 
500.000.000 bushels will be moved from 
the counties where it is grown; about 
450.000.000 bushels of wheat, of which 
the farmers are unwisely holding back 
a large portion, and about 7,200,000 
bales of cotton, if the latter indications 
are not erroneous, as they very easily 
may be, to add to the stocks carried 
over. The commercial stocks of cot­ 
ton Sept. I, here and abroad, amounted 
to 2,100,538 bales, and domestic m ills’ 
stocks were 360,618 bales, allowing not 
a single bale for increase of stocks at 
southern mills. 
Prices have settled back a little 
during the past week, notwithstanding 
the gloomy department report. 
The 
wheat crop is evidently larger than 
the department has estimated, though 
nobody knows how much larger, and is 
coming forward with more encourag­ 
ing rapidity, no less than 5,773,173 
bushels having been received at west­ 
ern points, against 5,446,001 bushels 
for the same week last year, from a 
much larger crop. The farmers have 
undoubtedly been keeping back wheat 
under 
an 
agreement among them­ 
selves, but it does not seem a profit­ 
able 
operation 
for 
them. 
Exports 
from Atlantic ports for the two weeks 
of September have been 2,417,872 bush­ 
els, flour included, 
against 
5,310,926 
bushels last year. 
The price declined 
sharply, about 2 cents 
per 
bushel, 
with little indication of recovery. The 
price of corn has also yielded, with a 
strong prospect of the 
largest crop 
ever grown, and at 38 cents at New 
York a large proportion of the crop 
will be of little profit to farmers. 
“If we are to have a large crop of 
grain and a small crop of cotton, it is 
natural 
to infer that 
manufacturers 
may find large transactions at the west, 
but not at the south. There is, in fact, 
a very large demand for goods at the 
west, and west bound shipments are 
unusually 
large, although 
the 
east 
bound shipments from Chicago for four 
weeks of August amount to only 210,318 
tons, against 222,144 for the same week 
in 1894. 
“The largest output of pig iron ever 
known, 194,029 tons, is apparently sup­ 
ported by a reduction of 64,000 tons in 
stocks of pig iron unsold, but the fact 
that the great steel companies have 
taken large quantities, which are not 
included in the official statement, ren­ 
ders the account of stocks less valu­ 
able. 
“The rapid shipments of Marquette 
ore during the past week have some 
influences upon prices of Bessemer pro­ 
ducts. 
Nothing of importance has oc­ 
curred in the minor metals, though tin 
has been stronger at times, with Lon­ 
don buying, 
and 
copper 
has 
been 
helped by the report of a big sale of 
lake at 12% cents. 
“Cotton goods have been strong, with 
a comparatively good market for raw 
cotton, but at the close a decline is in­ 
dicated, because the market for raw cot­ 
ton has shown much weakness. Sales 
of wool have been 6,147,900 pounds for 
the week, against 11,311,300 pounds for 
the same week in 1892, and there are 
indications that the domestic market 
is quite overloaded by the speculative 
purchases made some time ago.

Prices of nails have taken an un- 
precendented rise within the past few 
weeks and this very useful commodity 
has taken on a new value in the build­ 
er’s eyes.

considered the cheapest article that 
entered into the construction of a 
building, in fact contractors have con­ 
sidered it a loss for a workman to stop 
work to pick up a nail that had been 
dropped, but it is so no longer. 
Nails 
are precious, and woe to the work­ 
man who bandies them with careless 
hand. 
Wire nails, the only kind that 
are used to any extent, from the ten­ 
penny to the six-penny, a short time 
ago were sold aa cheaply as 90 cants 
per keg, but at the present day the 
purchaser is obliged to pay $2.95 in 
large lots for the same amount, an in­ 
crease of over 300 per cent. 
The rise in the prices as far ascan 
be learned is attributable to a com­ 
bination of of tho manufacturers and 
dealers generally were aware that it 
was coming. 
W hen the prices began 
to go up therefore most of the dealers 
had large stocks on hand end many at 
present have considerable space in 
their warerooms taken up 
by the 
nails. 
While tho prices of nails have gone 
up all other building materials have 
undergone no change so far as the 
builder is concerned.

rise in the prices of lumber has not 
materialized up to the present and 
lumber dealers say there is no likeli­ 
hood of a raise for the present.

SCHOOL BOARD DISCUSS A MYS­ 
TERIO U S CHANGE. 


One Set of Text Books Displaced By 
Another Without Any Intimation 
Appearing On The Records—Post 
Graduate Course Established—Two 
Teachers Engaged. 


W hat hold has the school bock trust 
on Janesville schools? 
Members of the board of education 
w ant to know. 
A special m eeting last night was 
devoted to the subject. 
In the end the m atter was left to 
the textbook committee, and a report 
is awaited w ith interest. 
While President Goldin was down 
east he heard th at Janesville was list­ 
ed as an “ American Book Company 
tow n,” th a t firms outside of 
the big 
publishers’ tru st need not apply. 
“ I guess not,” said he. 
“ T hat’s the understanding among 
publishers,” he was told. 
When the president got back he 
told some of the board about it and 
they were surprised.

books had been displaced by the Shel­ 
don language books.

Communications were read bearing 
upon this and upon the geographies 
used in the schools.

A post graduate course in the Janes­ 
ville high school was provided last 
night. 
The board also hired Miss 
Carlie Zeiniuger and Miss Nettie Kent 
as teachers; decided th at hereafter 
tuition must be paid in advance; ar­ 
ranged th a t the hours in the high 
school could correspond 
with the 
grade work, besides paying some bills 
and doing other routine work. 
The post graduate course idea was 
adopted, as it could be earned out 
w ithout conflicting with the other 
school work in any way and w ithout 
extra expense for teachers’ hire. This 
course will aid many graduates, m ate­ 
rially, in preparing to enter the uni­ 
versity, Beloit college; etc., by afford­ 
ing them the means of “ brushing up ” 
Miss Carrie Zaininger was assigned 
to duty in the high school, where she 
has rendered efficient service for some 
time, while Miss Nettie Kent, the 
newly hired teacher, was assigned to 
work in the Lincoln school.

In great cities there are num erous hos­ 
pitals in which every m alady of the hum an 
fram e m ay be specially treated and where 
th e discases and accidents of the suffering 
poor can be m inistered to. b u t in tho large 
tracts of country between these centers of 
civilization there is no refuge to which 
poor creatures suffering from the terrible 
accidents consequent upon the introduc­

The consequence is th at when 
from re ’dent or disease it becomes need­ 
ful to v move a patient from the location 
so ill i v vided for the proper treatm ent of 
the malady to the nearest hospital, perhaps 
IO cr I , m iles away, such a journey m ust, 
in ire.ny cases, be attended w ith m uch 
danger to the p atien t’s life.
